Authenticity of factual content doesn't compensate for this pedantic marshall- 
ing of the routine of a mild action, conscientious Western...The saga of the Clark family, 
as they take the dangerous trek from Missouri to Southern California, where they settle, 
learn to know their Spanish-American and Mexican neighbors. The children grow up, the 
family prospers, the good are rewarded, the horse thieves are punished. Stilted conversa- 
tion introduces some interesting facts of natural history in the desert, but that's about 
all we can recommend in this disappointing book. (Spring)

This falls far short of the two Gould fictional biographies of writers,-//iss 
Emily and Jane, but perhaps Celia Laighton Thaxter's life and personality offered less to 
her biographer. This reads like fiction, thinly veiled, and the limitations biography 
puts upon it makes the end result rather tepid tea. That in spite of a personal bias - 
from childhood on- for lighthouses, and the manner of life thereon. The setting is the 
Isles of Shoals, off the New Hampshire- Maine coast. The story starts when Celia is only 
five, and her father, somewhat crippled both in body and spirit, determines to put the 
“continent” behind him, and live forever on the island, as keeper of the light. The time 
is 1840- and continues through Celia's growing up, to her marriage to an older man, Levi 
Thaxter, and her early attempts to write the verse which has made her name a familiar one 
to school children. _But viewed as fiction, the story creates an impression of an ingrown 
life, of a father-daughter attachment that is unreal, of content with being cut off from 
the world on a storm swept, rocky island. There is little of actual adventure. The most 
interesting section- in view of Celia Thaxter's later use. of the material’, deals with the 
island garden....The choice of Anne Molloy for this subject (if choice it was) was per- 
haps unfortunate. Her previous novels for girls have shown a rather morbid concentration 
on self-sacrifice, sickness, false pride. Celia Thaxter's isolated youth has given op- 
portunity for more of the same. (2/23) 
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Tunis, John R. Morrow 
SON OF THE VALLEY $2.50 


Another story with the interest focussed on soil conservation, but somehow this 
isn't down Tunis' alley, and we wish he'd left it alone. The facts are there; but the 
story reads like a tract for T.V.A. and all the blessings it brings. Tunis is at his 
best in emotional problems set against action- problems of minorities, social problems- 
and sports stories. This is another sort of problem story, as Johnny Heiskell is per- 
suaced of the rightness of T.V.A., and the lessons the county agent is teaching- and 
fights a stubborn father and stubborn neighbors to win through to success, only to meet 
disaster at the end. There's a 4-H angle, too, and a younger sister who makes good in 
the animal husbandry end of the picture. But the story is disjointed and contrived. Two 
1948 publications along similar lines rate higher, in our estimation, than this:- Sher- 
man's Call of the Land, published last January by Donohue & Co. (see report P. 24- Jan. 
1948)- and Paul Corey's Corn Gold Farm, published in September by Morrow (see P. 310 for 
report). The regional aspects are better presented in Genevieve Fox' Cynthia of Bee Tree 
Hollow, Little, Brown=- November.

THE QUESTIONS GIRLS ASK $2.00 


This was originally published in 1939, and was closely linked with the so-called 
“Bethlehem Plan". That emphasis has been removed in the revised edition; some of the an- 
gles have been brought into stream-lined modernity, but in 1939 and in 1949, the prevail- 
ing quality of the book is its commonsense, middle of the road attitude, its sustaining 
of a high level code of conduct. Basically, a sound book, with a sane approach to problems 
of behavior, good taste, and laying the foundations for a good life. The title, however, 
is misleading, as it refers to the method of determining what to put into the book- but 
certainly ignores whole realms of “the questions girls ask"- in 1949. This dates it, a 
bit, when one considers such books as Baruch's Glass House of Prejudice and others that 
face squarely the problems of intolerance, religion, citizenship, world problems, etc. So 
make sure you know that this is specifically a junior manners and etiquette book, direct 
and simple enough for Junior High level, and to be recommended in the field of books on 
human behavior on the social level.

* This biography of Tom Paine should do well as supplementary reading for Junior 
High and High School history. Though it lacks the power and incisiveness of Fast's 
Citizen Paine, it might well- with older boys and girls- provide a stepping stone to that 
book, as it achieves values of its own in a certain quality of even, direct story-telling. 
Beginning with Paine at seventeen, when he ran away from home, the book then traces the 
familiar facts of his two brief marriages, his abortive career as a corset maker, and his 
drifting until he found his place as pamphleteer and statesman. As one reads this well- 
documented biography, one is increasingly amazed that a man of such brilliance and integ- 
rity could have been so slandered, and so praised, and then forgotten so long. An ex- 
cellent piece of basic reading in democracy.

THE NANCY FLYER $3.00 


This does for the days of the stagecoaches something of what Edmonds did for 
the canal boat era inwome aul. It is not for those young people who are wearing blind- 
ers to the facts of life, but for those who want the spice of the life of the road, the 
sense of adventure, the opening up of new vistas, here it is. The period is the mid-l19th 
century; the region, rural New Hampshire. The boy who tells the story suffers from di- 
vided loyalties,- to the Inn, run by his mother and destined for him, and to the life of 
the road as seen by a driver of a stagecoach. His step-father, Bob Gale, is king of the 
coachers, and shows him the lure of the open road, on the driver's seat of the Nancy Flyer. 
Bob had a way with the ladies, and give his good wife many a heartbreak, but Sam's mother 
was more jealous of the coach than of Bob's light o'loves. Not a story of incident, but 
a colorful facet of American life, delightfully written.

There is plenty of anec- 
dote, action and romance, and a vitalizing of local history that makes this a worthy com- 
panion to the earlier book.

Don't overlook this. It is ageless - as was ihe Yearling ~The Voice of Bugle 
art But is isn't really an echo of either, it stands on its own merits, as a first rate 
boy and dog story, a story too of the pull of the wilderness, and as good folk material 
as I've encountered for a long time. Cotton wanted above all else a hound-pup, and 4 
chance to go with Blackie to the woods. He ends by getting both wishes, and does con- 
siderable growing up through the experience,- adventure, romance- and a black pup that 
knows Cotton as its man. The shivaree at the Wilsons', when the neighbors gather from 
the far reaches to celebrate Dave's accident, is perhaps strong meat for tender youth, 
but as superb a bit of dramatization of folk ways as I've found. Star this for young 
adults=- but not for all.

A more 
serious one is the constant sense of “brass hat” that pervades the book, with frequent, 
casual assumptions of a “next war", and snide comments on "impractical politicans® whose 
efforts hamper the military from achieving more efficient weapons of destruction. The 
net effect is to leave the reader with the feeling that since war is inevitable, we might 
as well get it over with right now. This won't go over well with some readers who hope 
for another answer.

What with Betty Betz' Your Manners are Showing (Grosset) and Guide Book for the 
Young Man About Town by Jonathan (Winston) - and the reissue of the Welshimer book (see

"coals to Newcastle", as it contributes no special advantages over the others. Person- 
ally, for girls I'd choose the Betz' book (as striking more of an average social and 
financial level)- the Jonathan book for boys who are beginning to acquire an urge towards 
the patina of civilization. Manners for Moderns is definitely carriage trade, but there's 
plenty for all young people, good emphasis on dating procedures, petting, what to wear, 
how to get along with people, clothes, visiting, etiquette of letter writing, of travel, 
and so on. Perhaps the newest thing about this book is the section on behavior problems 
of a new school, a new home, which I don’t remember in other books. Generally easy, en- 
tertaining reading.
